Hello Ellen - My apologies for not sending this information sooner. The last couple of 
weeks have been an absolute blur for me. I'm sure you can relate. 


Thanks for your interest in potentially hosting the 2019 WCUDF. Per our conversation, 
sending you the program from the past two WCUDFs and also the conference budget from the 
event in Long Beach and the MOA between CDA, IDA and Long Beach outlining each 
organizations responsibilities. 


One item to note - although the fundraising commitment in the Long Beach MOU says $10K, 
we've found that in order for the conference to be successful the commitment should be no 
less than $20,000. We've established this program that we are getting continued support 
from our sponsors.
